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rade  12  Retreat 


A  grade  1 2  student  reflects  about  his  retreat  and  shares 

his  thought  with  us:

Grads  Attend  I.C.B.C.’s  Conference  On  Traffic  Safety 


The  Insurance  Corporation  of  British  Columbia  sponsored  Excel  '89,  a  conference 
on  Traffic  Safety,  having  all  highschools  in  the  Vancouver  sector  meet  between 
November  16th  and  eighteenth.  Each  school  was  permitted  to  send  up  to  ten 
studems,  preferably  those  belonging  to  the  school  Counter-Attack  group,  for  a  (off¬ 
setting)  fee  of  forty-five  dollars  per  person.  Because  the  V.C.  group  was  recently 
formed,  only  three  students  were  sent:  Bryant  Yip,  Ryan  Munro,  and  Miguel 
Magnan. 

Students  attended  five  essential  workshops  that  were  previously  chosen  from  a  list 
of  fifty-four  selections.

Each 
workshop  was  hosted  by  professionals  in  the  areas  it  emphasized.  Workshop  em¬ 
phasis  included  information,  self  development/  communication,  committee  skills, 


and  student  lab  workshops/  project  ideas. 

Overall,  food,  beverages,  and  entertainment  was  excellent.  Throughout 
workshops  and  activities,  there  was  usually  something  available  to  drink  and 
eat.  On  the  Friday  of  the  conference,  a  semi-formal  dinner  banquet  was  held, 
followed  by  a  dance.  Entertainment  was  provided,  in  part  by  Damian  Kyles, 
rated  the  number  one  freestyle  and  lip-sync  artist  in  Canada. 

The  Whistler  conference  achieved  its  goal.  Most  of  us  had  one  of  the  best  times 
of  our  lives-that  is,  without  any  alcoholic  or  drug  influences  -  we  were  natural¬ 
ly  high.

Too  often  in  sports,  winning  is  the  ultimate  yardstick  by  which  success 
is  measured.

0  in  the  early  minutes.  And  then,  things  began  to  work.  Slowly  and 
frustratingly  at  first  but  as  the  momentum  surged  in  their  favour,  the  im¬ 
ages  and  sounds  and  emotions  of  a  season  of  working  together  merged 
into  a  perfectly  balanced  tension.  The  unmistakable  screech  of  skin  on 
hardwood  as  Kel  Watrin  dove  for  a  loose  ball.  The  look  of  fierce  deter¬ 
mination  on  the  face  of  Tyler  Thompson  as  he  grabbed  a  rebound.  The 
Irish  fans  led  by  a  drum  beating  Steve  MacNamara  guiding  a  foul  shot 
with  an  animated  chorus  of  'swoosh'.  Even  before  the  first  basket  finally 
dropped  we  understood  the  team  wouldn't  give  up.  The  parents  knew 
it,  the  Irish  cheering  section  knew  it,  and  most  importantly,  the  players 
knew  it.  In  the  final  seconds  of  the  game  they  trailed  by  only  two  points. 
It  was  still  within  reach.  They  inbounded.  There  was  a  last  desperate 
shot  that  almost  made  it. 

In  the  end  the  margin  of  victory  wasn't  really  important.  The  1989-90 
Varsity  Basketball  Team  was  honest  in  their  efforts  and  in  the  process 
has  left  an  indelible  impression  of  what  teamwork  and  winning  is  all 
about.  They  demonstrated  that  success  is  a  frame  of  mind.  It  is  where 
you  bridge  the  expanse  that  exists  between  knowing  where  you  are 
'and'  where  you  want  to  be.  By  this  yardstick,  these  young  men  have 
truely  realized  success.
